MOMBASA (Reuter). — LDritish 
Petroleum and Shell, jointly en- 
gaged in a 19-year search for oil 
in Kenya, have called a halt to 
their drilling operations on the 
coast. 

The B.P.-Shell Petroleum Deve- 
lopment Company of Kenya, which 
has spent £12m. in the search by 
drilling deep test wells, has dec- 
lared about 60 workers redundant. 

The company’s general manager, 
Mr. R. Linton, said at the week-end 
that no decision had been taken to 
wind up the company as had been 
rumoured. 


Eighteen deep test wells had been 
dried in the north-eastern and 
coast provinces, but none had struck 
oil. 
The last two, drilled this year 
near Lamu on the coast, had been 
wholly dry, he added.

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INDIA WON’T 
INTIMIDATED BY 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). --- Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi said yester- 
day India did uot want war and 
threatened no one, but at the same 
time it would not be frightened by 
threats from other countries, 

In an Independence Day speech, 
Mrs. Gandhi did not name Pakistan, 
but with recent reported statements 
of Presldent Yahya Khan clearly in 
mind, she declared: “In our hearts 
we know that India can face any 
emergency, and that whateyer may 
happen, we will face it with cour- 
age and determination.” 

India today faced a challenge 
probably without parallel in the in- 
flux of some 7,500,000 refugees from 
East Pakistan, Mrs. Gandhi said. 
“While we have been striving to 
Rive people their rights, the oppo~ 
site has happened across our bor- 
ders," she added. 

Her Government's foreign policy 
was one of peace — “we do not 
rattle sabres, and we do not want 
war,” the 54-year-old Prime Min- 
ister said. “We do not raise slogans 
which will, hurt others," she went 
on. This was because India’s true 
power lay in strengthening its eco- 
nomy and improving ita social con- 
ditions. 

NO POLICY CHANGE 

Mrs. Gandhi reaffirmed that the 
treaty of peace, friendship and coo- 
peration signed with the Soviet 
Union last Monday did not mean 
a change in India’s policies. Pledg- 
ing that her Government would do 
everything possible to remove eco- 
nomic disparities In the nation, the 
Prime Minister called on the people 
to carry out their part in doing 
away with social inequities. “The 
great responsibility of uniting India 
and strengthening the country lies 
with the people," she said. 

In Rawalpindi, Pakistan protested 
to U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
about his remarks on the trial of 
East Pakistan! leader Sheikh Maji- 
bur Rahman, But there was still no 
official word yesterday on whether 
the trial had begun, or even where 
it was being held.

Indian leaders 
take pay cut 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi and 35 of 
her Government colleagues have 
decided to take a voluntary 10 
per cent salary cut as an eco- 
momy measure, an official spokes- 
man sald yesterday. 

Another 18 deputy ministers 
will take a five per cent cut. 

Mrs. Gandhi earns the equiva- 
lent of £153 a month, and cabi- 
net ministers and ministers of 
state £125. 

The salary of a deputy min- 
ister is: £97, but all emjoy con- 
siderable fringe benefits, includ- 
ing heavily subsidized housing, 
free electricity, telephone and 
travel facilities. 

It has been estimated that a 
minister's gross income amounts 
to about £2,000 a month. 

Total savings from the salary 
reductions will be about £580 a 
month.

Cahill, who is 51, was born 
in a Roman Catholic working 
class district. He left school at 14 
and became a machine minder in 
his father’s printing works. Un- 
tii recently he was a foreman at 
ἃ Belfast building site.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — Stalin's one- 
time prosecutor, Andrei Vyshinsky, 
one of the more notorious figures 
of the Moscow show trials in the 
1920s, comes under criticism in a 
new work here for “serious errors. 

The remarks appear in the latest 
edition of the Great Soviet Ency-. 
clopedia, volume five. : 

‘The entry does not spell out the 
role of Vyshinsky — who died in 
1934 — as one of the stage mana- 
of the trials of Stalin’s asso- 
clates, Nikolai Bukharin, Lev Ka-. 
menev, Grigoril Sinoviev and other: ' 
leading Bolsheviks. It mentions on- 
ly briefly that he was Chief State 
Prosecutor between 1935 and 1939. 
It admits Vyshinsky over-estimated 
“the bmportance in evidence of con~ 
fessions by accused charged with 
counter-revolutionary pilots etc.” — 

Vyshinsky was once Stalin’s chief 
henchman, dictating the Stalinist 
legal principle that the accused's 
confession was adequate proof of 
guilt. His victims made public court: 
confessions — apparently previous- 
ly extracted under duress — to 
crimes they never committed. 

The entry contrasts sharply with 
one op him in the previous edition 
of the Hucyclopedia, when both he ᾿ 
and Stalin were still alive, and Vy- 
shinsky was working as the latter’s 
order-taking Foreign Minister. 

The previous edition contained 8 ᾿ 

now omitted, praising Vy- 
shinsky for his work in the 1933 
Metropolitan-Vickers show trial 
against British engineers.

Angry Solzhenitsyn raps 


police beating of friend 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — 

NOs=t Prize-winning writer 

Alexander Solzenitsyn protest- 

ed angrily to the Soviet security 

police chief over the beating up of 
8 friend in the author’s house. 

In_ an open letter to the official 
on Saturday, Solzhenitsyn claimed 
that the men who attacked his 
friend were agents of the K.G.B.

T= Jerusalem Conference on In- 
formation ‘Technology, which 
opens this evening, is an excep- 


tlonai occasion. “There is rarely ἡ 


such an opportunity for so many 
top in the computer world 
to ‘meet face-to-face,” says Dr. Ge- 
rald Estrin, Professor of Computer 
Science at the University of Call- 
fornia, He is Programme Chairman 
of the convention, which will be 
devoted to the impact of the com- 
puter on developing countries. 

He recalis that an expert com- 
mittee recently reported to U.N. 
Secretary-General U Thant on the 
whole subject, and tabled 2 set of 
guidelines for the Second Develop- 


Ment Decade. The most important iii) 


of the people who drafted the re- 
port are here at this conference 
notably Benjamin Barg, who was 
the committee’s reporter. “We have 
chosen vice-chairmen from each of 
alx continents, and one from Israel," 
Dr. Estrin said. 


There is 8 strong delegation from 
Africa. Its members contacted the 
Vice-Chairman for Africa, Professor 
OJ. Fagbemi, of Lagos University 
beforeltand, and that get-together 
had an importance of its own. Dr. 
Estrin believes Israel {9 a natural 
aite for the present assembly, be- 
cause she ranks with the advanced 
countries in the technology of data- 
processing, but belongs to the de- 
veloping countries concerning the 
Problems she faces in the use of 
computers. 

“The point is that computers are 
golng to permeate every area of 
modern fe, and there is no stop- 
ping that," he declares. “They help 
ug to manage our resources more 
efficiently and more economically.”

Seminar on the cost of ἢ 


--preventing blindness: ~ : 


Jerusalem Post Reporter - 

The Jerusalem Seminar on the 
Prevention of Blindness wiH be a 
medical conference with a differ- 
ence, Professor LC. Michaelson, 
head of the Hebrew University’s 
Department of Opthalmology, told 
the press in Jerusalem yesterday. 
Unlike most medical conferences, 
which are attended exclusively by 
doctors, a large proportion of dele- 
gates at next week's seminar, Pro- 
fessor Michaelson said, will be health 
administrators, who will be examin- 
blindness prevention pro- 
grammes all over the world “from 
a cost-effective point of view.” 

‘Between 70 to 90 per cent of the 
world’s 15 million blind were pre- 
ventable cases, Professor Michael- 
son said.
